Norris-Simpson cost of produc­

stricken from the farm bill by 
the senate today , sending the 
bill to President Roosevelt.

The bill includes a section 
which gives President Roosevelt 
wide powers to ex pand the cur­ 
rency . 
The cost of production pro­ 
vision, 
opposed 
by 
Secretary 
Wallace, came out as the senate 
y ielded to house insistence that 
it be removed. 
This, together with an earlier 
vote of 52 to 28 approv ing the 
report of senate and house con­ 
ferees, who prev iously had agreed 
on every section ex cept the pro­ 
duction cost plan, automatically 
sent the bill to President Roose­ 
velt. 
The president is ex pected to 
sign the mammoth bill without 
delay , 
and arrangem ents 
are 
being made to put the credit in­ 
flation prov isions into effect by 
purchase in the open market of 
up to three billion dollars in 
federal bonds. 
The senate vote on the cost of 
production amendment ^as 48 
to 33.

Greensburg, who has serv ed as 
special judge in the cases of 
Thomas Mull and Noah God­ 
dard of Manilla, conferred with 
Prosecutor Emerson J. Brunner 
Monday ; afternoon relativ e to 
charges which hav e been pend­ 
ing against these two men since 
December 1931, and the two of­ 
ficials agreed to dismiss the 
charges which were contained 
in grand jury indictments. 
Mull and Goddard were in­ 
dicted jointly on a charge of 
conspiracy to commit a felony . 
Goddard was tried last y ear for 
subordination of perjury but was 
found not guilty . Trial of Mull 
on a perjury charge was not 
held, however, because of the 
phy sical condition of the 
de­ 
fendant, who is confined to the 
hospital of the Masonic Home at 
Franklin, a v ictim of paraly sis. 
Mull will nev er recov er from his 
illness, 
attending 
phy sicians 
hav e stated. 
'The indictments were returned 
by a grand jury in the Shelby 
circuit court after an inv estiga­ 
tion of a report filed in this court 
by Mull as commsisioner for the 
.sale of certain real estate in 
Union township. The grand jury 
held th at the report was fraud­ 
ulent and .that Mull had con­ 
vey ed certain property to God­ 
dard without receiv ing any cash 
therefore, 
the 
consideration 
being a debt said to hav e been 
owed by Mull to Goddard. 
Mull, at T>ne time one of the 
most prominent and popular cit­ 
izens of Rush county , encount­ 
ered financial disaster with the 
failure of the old Manilla bank, 
of which he was the president, 
about three y ears ago. All of his 
property was sold to satisfy his 
creditors, and he and his sister 
were left practically penniless. 
He is now ov er sev enty y ears of 
age.

Property Loss High in Indi­ 
ana Storm that Swept 
Over Last Night. 


Sweeping east from May s, the 
storm struck heav ily at certain 
places in northeastern Rush and 
northwestern Fay ette counties, 
apparently doing its heav iest 
damage on farms between Ral­ 
eigh and Rushv ille. 
No injuries were reported in 
those communities but buildings 
suffered greatly , a few houses 
and sev eral barns being com­ 
pletely demolished. Little liv e­ 
stock was

killed but 
damage to farm implements and 
grain stored in barns struck by 
the twister was thought to be 
high. 
Little loss was reported in the 
town of Raleigh but a barn on 
the nearby Eli Martin farm was 
razed while outbuildings were 
damaged and trees uprooted.

(By the Associated Press) 
Tornadoes along the border of 
Tennessee and Kentucky last 
night brought reports of death 
to 67 persons and injuries to 
scores of other persons.

This brings to approx imately 
250 the number killed in tor­ 
nadoes which hav e swept por­ 
tions of the southern states in 
the past few weeks. 


Indianapolis, May 10 * (A*)—A 
windstorm th at cut a southeast­ 
erly path across Indiana y ester­ 
day , leav ing three injured and 
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A tornado swept across north­ 
ern Rush county early last night 
doing damage estimated at sev ­ 
eral thousands of dollars to 
dwellings and farm buildings be­ 
fore it roared eastward into 
Fay ette county . 
The only injury of the storm 
reported was Mrs. Cicero Ry an 
of May s, who suffered sev ere 
cuts about the throat. Her con­ 
dition was not believ ed to be se­ 
rious. 
May s was the only Rush coun­ 
ty town to suffer from the gale, 
and workmen were busy there 
today repairing damage and aid­ 
ing families of the demolished 
homes to find temporary dwell­ 
ings. Insurance men were also 
busy checking up on the damage 
there. 
The twister struck first at May s 
about 6 p. m., and leav ing great 
destruction 
in 
its wake, pro­ 
ceeded east to the Raleigh v icini­ 
ty , lev eling sev eral houses and 
barns. 
The storm mov ed from the 
northwest through the town of 
May s. 
The first place where it struck 
was at the home of Lee Moffitt, 
on the Bill McBride farm, at the 
northwest edge of May s. This 
residence was practically demol­ 
ished. 
The barn also was unroofed 
and damaged almost bey ond re­ 
pair. A small child of the Mof- 
fitts rushed out of doors when 
the storm approached, and was 
found later in the y ard with his 
nose bleeding.

FARM BILL GOES 
TO ROOSEVELT 
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sake its mu ch-dispu ted cost-of- 
produ ction amendment to the 
bu lky farm measu re was the last 
task confronting administration 
leaders before the signatu re of 
President Roosev elt cou ld make 
effectiv e simu ltaneou sly : 
The new farm relief ex peri­ 
ment embody ing the domestic 
allotment and cotton pool plans. 
The $2,000,000,000 farm mort­ 
gage bill.

The inflation rider granting 
Mr. Roosev elt au thority to ex ­ 
pand the cu rrency and redu ce 
the dollar’s gold content. 
Only Vice-president Garner’s 
name was needed on the $500,- 
000,000 Wagner-Lewis relief bill 
before Mr. Roosev elt cou ld make 
it law—possibly before night 
fall. Crowding swiftly behind 
were two measu res already in 
the conference stage—the v ast 
Tennessee Valley dev elopment 
program and the administration 
bill for protecting the inv esting 
pu blic by regu lating secu rity 
sales. 
While senate farm dev elop­ 
ments held the chief attention, 
the 
hou se plu nged into long 
hou rs of debate on the inde­ 
pendent offices su pply bill which 
nearly halv es v eteran costs and 
proposes a host of new powers 
for the president to shav e gov ­ 
ernment ou tlay s. 
Before both senate and hou se 
interstate commerce committees 
hearings went forward on the 
railroad economy bill which also 
inclu des anti-tru st relax ations. 
Labor had ready a m ass of 
amendments intended to safe­ 
gu ard employ ees. 
Eagerly scanned at the capitol 
was the newest banking reform 
bill of Senator Glass (D. Va.,) 
ju st approv ed by a senate bank­ 
ing su b-committee. Bearing ad­ 
ministration approv al and con­ 
taining a deposit gu arantee pro­ 
v ision, it was ready now for fu ll 
committee action. The legisla­ 
tion will be ru shed to the senate 
floor bu t prospects for action this 
session are none too bright. 
Chairman Fletcher promised 
early consideration of the latest 
Glass draft. Among other sweep­ 
ing reforms, the bill wou ld re­ 
qu ire su ch priv ate bankers as J. 
P. 
Morgan and company , to 
abandon either their bu siness in 
deposits or secu rities. 
The bill is desig ned to curb 
the use o f federa l reserv e credit 
in specula tio n a nd to insure de­ 
po sits in federa l reserv e member 
ba nks thro ug h a $2 ,000,000,000 
co rpo ra tio n. 
The ho use sent the Muscle 
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thou sands of dollars of property 
damage in its wake, apparently 
had passed ov er the Ohio riv er 
today . 
Gathering momentu m as it 
whirled 
destru ctiv ely throu gh 
the state, the storm left its last 
and most rav aging impression in 
the sou theastern cou nties.

h is refu sal to disco ntinu e h is civil diso bedience 
campaign th at h e inau gu rated so me time ago . 
Th is release in itself is pro o f o f th e impo rtance 
wh ich is centered aro u nd th is qu eer leader o f h is 
peo ple. 
Regardless o f wh at may be said o r 
th o u gh t abo u t h im, th ere is no denying th e great 
po wer wh ich h e wields, o r th e esteem in wh ich 
h e is h eld by h is peo ple. Th e British fear dire 
resu lts if h is death o ccu rs th ro u gh so me mis­ 
treatment o r extraneo u s reaso n. 
England h as lo ng h ad a perplexing pro blem 
with wh ich to deal in th e perso n o f Gh andi, 
since h e ch o o ses su ch ^eird weapo ns with wh ich 
to figh t back. 
Th ere is no qu estio n o f th e re­ 
su lts sh o u ld England with draw its pro tectio n 
fro m India, yet th ere is also no qu estio n o f wh at 
migh t fo llo w if th is mino rity leader sh o u ld be 
su ddenly remo ved th ro u gh any fau lt o f England. 
It is a ticklish situ atio n at th e best, and Eng­ 
land realizes th is by th e fact th at it literally 
wash es its h and o f Gh andi wh ile th ere is. still 
time.
